TAFT BEGINS OWN FIGHT. 
Wealdeariee to Be Sent by Presi- 


dent to Various States in 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washingtcn, DC., Jan. 2.— [Special. 1 
Congress will reassemble tomorrow and 
will devote itself to presidential politics 
with legislation as an incident thereof. 

Senators and members of the house who 
have returned from their home constituen- 
cles are discussing tonight not a. program 
of constructive laws to be enacted but the 
question of who will be the presidential’ 
nominees. 4 

There is talk about the tariff in its bear- 
ing’ upon the success or failure of one party 
or the other in the co campaign. There 
is talk of the same kind about federal in- 
corporation, reform of the currency, and 
numerous other recommendations made by 
President Taftybut the overshadowing topic 
is the attitude of the people toward the men 
now in the public eye as possible nominees 
for the presidency. 

The interest manifested in this subject is 
due to the fapt that the nomination cam- 
paign is now on in full blast in both par- 
ties, Senator La Follette’s tour of Olge and 
Michigan has given impetus to the anti- 
Taft movement. 


See Narrowing of Contest. 

* Realizing this fact, the president and his 
Political advisers are embarking upon a 
struggle to effect his selection by the Re- 
publication national convention. They hold 
that the result of the action of the Ohio pro- 
gressives and the statement made by Gov. 
Chase Osborn of Michigan is to eliminate 
La Follette and to narrow the contest for 
the nomination between the president and 
Col. Theodore Roosevelt. 

It is no longer a secret that some weeks 
ago a representative of the president called 
upon Col. Roosevelt and asked him to issue 
a statement deciaring that “under no cir- 
cumstances would he be a candidate for the 
presidency.” Friends of Senator La Follette 
—though, it is said, not authorized by the 
Wisconsin candidate—tock the same step. 
Col. Roosevelt declined to make any such 
gtatement. 

In spite of the refusal of Col. Roosevelt 
positively to eliminate himself, the president 
ie «ald to have hoped he would stop the 
movement for hie nomination. This hope 
continued until Col. Roosevelt's editorial ap- 
peared denouncing the peace treaties and 
the publication of a letter to the same effect 
to the organizers of the New York peace 
dinner. 


Taft to Fight Own Battle. 

Feeling that Col. Roosevelt will not back 
bis candidacy, the president has décided to 
fight his own battle. He sent Charles D. 
Flilles, his secretary, to New York last night 
with Otto Bannard, a New York politician, 
for the purpose of conferring with Repub- 
lican leaders in the Empire state. The 
object of this trip will be to secure, if possi- 
dle, an instructed delegation from New York 
state for the president. 

The administration also has arranged for 
a mass convention at Huron, 8. D., where 
Taft delegates will be indorsed and presented 
to the people for approval at the spring priv 
maries. The progressives are calling this 
meeting “an officeholders’ convention.” 

Senator Gamble, Congresemen Martin and 
Burke, and Secretary of Agriculture Wilson 
left this afternoon for the western state for 
the purpose of presenting the claims of Mr. 
Taft for indortement. Mr. Wilson will make 
the keynote speech, discussing particularly 
Canadian reciprocity, and will seek to allay 
the hostility of the farmers toward the ad- 
ministration. 

A like movement will de inaugurated in 
other states. A great deal of work is going 
on in the south, where the situation in some 
states is said to be not satisfactory to the 
president's supporters. They are appre. 
hensive that several states may break away 
from the administration. 


La Follette Men Still Hopeful. 

While the administration is eliminating 
Senator La Follette, the ardent backers of 
the Wisconsin senator say he is not out 
of the race by any means. The progressives 
generally insist the fight he has made shows 
the impossibility of electing Mr. Taft, and 
they are gratified over the action of the 
Ohio progressives: in indorsing the princi- 
ples for which Mr. La Follette has con- 
tended. Moreover, they say the failure 
of the Ohioans to indorse the senator's can- 
didacy is not a blow at his chances; that tho 
convention was not a La Follette conven- 
tion, but a progressive republican conven- 
tion, and that it named, and properly 
named, the men who would be acceptable 
from the progressive point of view. But the 
convention did express an overwhelming 
personal choice for Mr. La Follette and this 
was all he or any one else could expect. 

So far as Governor Osborn is concern, it 
is stated by progressives that it was not 
believed he would favor Mr. La Follette; that 
his opposition to the renomination of the 
president is the most satisfactory thing that 
could have happened, and that his statement 
is bound to be valuable in showing the coun- 
try Mr. Taft cannot get support for his 
aspirations. 

Senator La Follette will meet.in Chicago 
tomorrow Walter Houser, the head of his 
campaign committee, and Medill McCormick, 
who is associated with it, for the pur of 
determining upon future operations. f 
believed that, if Col. Roosevelt would permit 
it, the progressives, including Mr. La Fol- 
lette, would back his candidacy.

Finds Pinchot Misquoted Twice. 


“This is the third time Mr. Pinchot has 


been quoted recently as making such a 
statement,“ he said, and twice I have 
written to him and found he didn't say the 
things attributed to him. I shall take no no- 
tice of this third statement credited to him.”

The corporation counsel, m an opinion 
sent to Dr. Young, holds that the Chicago 
milk market is open to the sale of nonpasteur- 
ized milk until the health department proves 
it contains tubercular germs. This ruling is 
made because a clause of the ordinance com- 
pelled the pasteurization of all milk from 
cattle not tested for tuberculosis.

FEEDING AND GROWTH OF BABIES. 
BABY should weigh seven and a 
half pounds at birth. It should 
lose from four to eight ounces the 
first week of its life and gain 
every week thereafter during the 

first year. During the first six months 

it should gain from four to eight ounces 

a week and during the second six months 

two to four. At three months it should 

weigh twelve to thirteen pounds; five 
months, double its weight at birth; six 
months, fifteen to sixteen pounds; nine 
months, seventeen to eighteen pounds, 
and at twelve months, three times its 
weight at birth. The baby should be 
weighed every week until it is 1 year old 

and every two weeks when between 2 

and 8 years old, 

The mother who prides herself on the 
weight of her baby and its weekly gain 
is pursuing the right policy in the winter. 
In the summer she should go slow. In 
hot weather fat babies are in special 
danger and feeding to increase weight is 
risky. On this subject I will write at 
length as the summer approaches. 

If a mother cannot nurse her baby she 
is in an unfortunate position. It makes 
work for her and endangérs the life and 
health of her baby. Of the artificial 
foods, cow’s milk, properly diluted, is the 
best provided it is clean, young, and has 
been kept cold. As between dirty, old, 
and warm milk and the baby foods the 
latter are better. The best of all cow's 
milk is that which comes from a healthy 
| cow free from tuberculosis and kept in 
a clean barn on the premises where the 
baby is. Such milk can be and should be 
| consumed before it is twelve hours old. 

Next comes certified milk; next properly 
pasteurized milk. No city or town should 
allow its babies to drink the ordinary 

raw market milk or market milk which is 
claimed to be pasteurized and is not. 

| No mother should feed any milk to her 

baby that she has not investigated. She 

should see how clean, young, and cold the 
milk is; how clean are the bottles: how clean 
| is the milk depot, the farm, and the 
| milkers. If the milk is sold as pasteur- 

ized, is it? Some of this information 18 

available. at the health department. No 

mother should feed milk to her baby un- 
less she has gotten all the information 
which the health department has and as 


much additional as is within her reach.

Mrs. H. W. says her dentist has told her 
that she has pyorrhea. She can notice noth- 
ing except a redness of the gums and some 
soreness. Is the trouble serious? Does it 
need treatment? What is the cause? 


REPLY. 

Pyorrhoœa is the usual cause of the loss of teeth in 
grown people. Decay is the usual cause of such 
loss in children. Tt is a most serious condition to 
one who wants to keep his teeth. The cause will 
be discussed in a later paper. The trouble needs 
home care and the best care by a competent dentist. 
Home care is not enough. 


PROTECTION FROM SMALLPOX. 

J. W. G. writes: “Will you be good 
enough to reply to these questions in an 
early issue—these are suggested by your in- 
struction on care of sm in issue of 
Oct. 26: (J) Are we to understand if a person 
is vaccinated that it will be safe for others, 
too, when coming in contact with one sick 
with smallpox and that they will not take 
it or cause others to? (2). How can a person 
know his vaccination is all right? (3) How 
long will a vaccination protect one or how 
soon should vaccination be repeated? (4) Is 
there any make of vaccine that one can feel 
sure does not contain. germs of other dis- 
ease and how do they know it is pure? (5) Is 
it known by what process vaccination makes 

one safe from having smallpox, and, if so, 
has the means or process ever been written 
out and where can I find it? (6) Can a per- 
son be sure when vaccinated that they will 
not as a result have lockjaw, scrofula, tuber - 
culosis, or have a dangerous time with their 
limb and suffer a loss of time and expense?’ 


.. REPLY. 

We understand the first question to mean as fol- 
lows: 

1. Cam @ properly vaccinated person brought in 
contact with emalipox [a] contract it himself, or 
Lol cofivey it to others? fal No. [fb] Yes. It 
can get in his clothes or hair and be carried to 
others. 

2. By the age of the scar; by its appearance, and

3. Vaccination should be repeated about once in 
seven years. Occasionadly vaccination protecte for 
life. Usually it protects for ten years.

REPLY. 


A styé is due to an infection of the root of an 
eyelash or of an eyelid gland by a pus coccus. It 
is not different from a small boil. It is not helpful 
in any sense. Eye strain contributes to it in- 
directly; unclean lashes and lashes which should 
be removed are another factor. 

Oculists are like other people—some honest, some 
not. They average better than the run of men. 

You must exercise care in selecting your oculist 
as you do in selecting your milkman, grocer, or 
husband. If you need glasses you should wear 
-them.

The American end of this tragedy, for it 
is nothing else, is the fact that a considerable 
portion of his landed property is situated in 
this country, part of it having been acquired 
by Sir ck’s great grandfather, Com- 
modore Johnstone, who was British colonial 
governor of Florida, after the latter had 
been given to the English in return for the 
restoration of Cuba, and “who married an 
American heiress of the name of Chariotte 


Dee. 


The remainder of the American property 
of Sir Frederick came to. him through the 
commodore's elder brother, the fifth baro- 
net, Sir William Johnstone, by the latter’s 
marriages with Frances Pulteney, heiress 
of Daniel Pulteney, who was not only the 
cousin, but also the chief heir of William 
Pulteney, Earl of Bath. It is, indeed, from 
this Pulteney Earl of Bath that the New 
York town of Bath takes its name 

~- 

In 1908 much of the landed property of 
Sir Frederick Johnstone in the state of New 
York was advertised for sale. But it wade 
generally understood that, owing to the im- 
possibility of obtaining fair prices, Sir Fred- 
erick’s agents contented themselves with 
mortgaging the property up to ite limit. 

Sir William Johnstone's American estates 
in the latter part of the eighteenth centuny 
ampunted to considerably over a million 
acres, consisting largely of grants by the 
English crown to the Pulteneya, especially 
to Wiliam Pulteney, Eari of Bath, who had 
a perfget passion for money and who made 
use of the favor which he enjoyed on the 
part of Queen Anne, of George I., and of 
George II., each of whom he served as sere 
tary of state, to obtain these concessions of 
Americar land., . 

Under the circumstances it is not astonish- 
ing that Sir William Johnstone, whose 
nephew and heir was the grandfather of the 
present and eighth holder of the Johnetone 
baronetuy, should have been accounted the 
tichest man of the British empire. 

No one dreamed that all this great fortune, 
still further increased by John Johnstone, 
who commanded Lord Clive’ artillery at the 
battle of Plassey, amassing great wealth in 
India by the familiar process of “ shaking 
the pagoda tree, bad been in late years co . 
squandered and alienated by sale oy gift,

Burnham Advises West Side 


Postoffice Be Located as Was 
Originally Intended. 
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(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 2—[Special.)— 
President Taft and Secretary of the Treas- 
ury MacVeagh, together with various other 
agencies of the national government, will 
assist Chicago in carrying out the Burn‘ 
ham plan for the systematic beautification 
of the western metropolis and ite environs. 

A sketch of the resulte which the Chicago 
plan commission is working to achieve was 
presented to the president and the secretary 
of the treasury a few days ago by Charles 
Wacker, chairman of the commission, and 
Dn James B. McFatrich, president of the 
board of education, Daniel H. Burnham, 
the architect, who is the author of the plan, 
also conferred with the secretary in regard 
to the relation which the proposed new 
west side postoffice wil bear to the modified 
scheme. 

Burnham told the secretary that recent 
developments have made ft all the more de- 
sirable that the postoffice should be located, 
as originally planned, on the square bound- 
ed by Desplaines, Jefferson, Van Buren, and 
Congress streets. But the structure will be 
merely incidental to the Congress street 
axis of the Burnham plan and not the cen- 
tral adornment of the civic center at Con- 
gress and Halsted streets, as formerly in- 
tended. 


Present Building Too Small.

Tom.Chivington, president of the American 
association, Tip O'Neil, president of the 
Western league, and Cal Ewing, represent- 
ing the Pacific Coast league, also were in the 
party, the minor league magnates going fod the 
final hearing by the commission on the question 
of re-classification of the minor leagues, setting 
the Association, the International league, and 
Pacific coast league in a Class AA. 

The three minor leagues have asked for several 
concessions along with the higher classification 
and each will dave to be acted upon by the com- 
mission. The new plan was adopted at the 
November meeting of the National Association of 
Minor Leagues in San Antonio, and as it will 
require a change in the National agreement, the 
plans must be passed by the majors as well.
